LONDON, March 13.—@)—The 
labor government tonight beat off a 
conservative attack in the house of 
commons, defeating a motion of cen- 
sure brought by former Premier 
Baldwin, conservative leader, with a 
margin of more than 70 votes to 
spare. The figures were 308 to 235 
in the division. 

After six hours of debate in which 
Winston Churchill, former chancellor 


of the exchequer, led the tory attack, 
sbout a score of liberals filed into the 
government lobbies and voted with la- 
hor.

IAMAICA GINGER 


10 BE ANALYZED 


Sample, Obtained by Dr. 
Sellers, To Be Sent to 


| Washington. 


A sample of the jamaica ginger to 
which the mysterious paralysis cur- 
rent in the south is attributed was 
obtained Thursday by T. F. Sellers, 
head of the laboratories of the state 
board of health, and will be sent to 
Washington for analysis. 

Mr. Sellers obtained the sample 
while on a visit of observation to 
cases in Powder Springs and Dal- 
las. On the visit Mr. Sellers ob- 
tained corroboration of the report that 
all the victims of the disease had 
been drinking ginger. 

A report from Tennessee received 
Thursday by the state board of health 
classified the disease as “multiple 
neuritis,” and gave the opinion that 
it was not epidemic and that it af- 
fected only men. 

No new cases of the malady were 


reported in the state Monday or fur-- 


ther Tight shed on it beyond the diag- 
nosis of an Atlanta physician, who 
identified it as the little known “epi- 
demic encephalitis,” which he said 
was the subject of a special survey 
in Europe by an American medica 
commission, ' 
He said the paralysis is identical 
with a malady that swept over Japan 
last fall and a year earlier was gen- 
eral in England.

Long Staple Is Protected, 


By 7 Cents Per Pound 
Duty; Sugar Increase 
Stays in Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—(4)— 
By a vote of 34 to 32 the senate to- 
night reduced the minimum duty car- 
ried in the tariff bill on rayon yarns 
from 45 to 40 cents a pound, This, 
however, still provides an increase 
over the existing minimum of 45 per 
cent ad valorem. 

The 40-cent rate was a comhpromise 
between 45 and 38 cents. The latter 
was proposed by ' Senator George, 
democrat, Georgia, but was rejected, 
38 to 30. 

Extensive debate preceded the final 
roll calls on this duty, one of the most 
important textile tariffs in the bill. 

Two other actions tonight cut the 
rate on palm leaf fiber from 4 cents 
t6 1 cent a pound as against three- 


quarters of a cent now in effect, and 
increased the present rate on pulp 
board in rolls for the manufacture 
of wallboard from 5 to 10 per cent 
ad valorem, 

The rejuvenated republican protec-

New Heavenly ' Body, 
Larger Than Earth, 
Swings on Orbit Beyond 
Neptune. 


“PLAGSTAFF, Ariz., March 13.— 
(P)—The presence of a ninth major 
planet in the retinue of the sun, long 
suspected, was definitely announced 
here today by Dr. V. M. Slipher, of 
the Lowell observatory. He headed 
a group of eminent astronomers 
whose gropings in the milky way 
with telescopes and cameras located 
the new sphere. ; 

Way out beyond Neptune, tagging 
bashfully behind his brothers, the new 
planet’s exact whereabouts, size and 
age are still unknown and it hasn't 
even got a name. Its presence was 
mathematically predicted years ago by 
the late Dr, Percival Lowell, noted 
scientist who founded the observatory 
here, partly for the very purpose of 
identifying it. Other noted astrono- 
mers, notably Dr. W. W. Campbell, 
director of Lick observatory verified 
Lowell’s calculations. 

Today the faith in those calcula- 
tions was rewarded py an announce- 
ment by Dr. Slipher that the new 
planet had been “sighted”’ last Jan- 
uary 21, by an extremely delicate 
photographic lens, developed for the 
search. Announcement was withheld, 
Dr. Slipher said “until we were ab- 
solutely sure.” 

The discovery revealed that the 
planet is 45 times as far from the 
earth as the earth is from the sun. 
Although its size has not been defi- 
nitely determined, it is Believed it may 
be bigger than Jupiter, largest mem- 
ber of the solar family, which is 1,200 
times larger than the earth.

NAVAL OBSERVATORY 
TRIES TO FIND PLANET. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—()— 
A welcome for “the new member of 
our celestial family,” issued from the 
United States naval observatory to- 
night as astronomers there prepared 
to try and find the new world for 
themselves. 

Captain C. S. Freeman. in charge 
of the observatory, said he believed 
the new orb could be discovered from 
Washington only with the greatest 
difficulty. 

“The planet,” he explained, “is on 
the edge of visibility of the largest of 
the observatory’s telescopes and the 
slightest haze or over-brightness or 
glare from moonlight may. defer the 
actual picking up of the object here.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 13.— 
(P)—The discovery of the nint major 
planet of the solar system by as- 
tronomers at the Lowell observatory, 
Flagstaff, Ariz.. was announced today 
by Professor Harlow Shapley, director 
of the Harvard College observatory. 
Professor Shapley predicted that the 
planet, as yet unnamed, is probably 
larger than the earth and smaller than 
Neptune. 

Search for the planet was begun 
many years ago by the late Percival 
Lowell, brother of President A. Law- 
rence Lowell, of Harvard. Calcula-

FOR GUT IN NAVY 


Grandi Moves To Break 
Impasse at London; New 
Hope Dawns for Success 
of Parley.

LONDON, March 13.—(#/)—An 
Italian proposal for a non-aggression 
pact with France stood in the offing 
of the naval conference tonight as one 


disagreement over the naval parity. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
learned authoritatively that Dino 
Grandi, Italian foreign minister and 
chief delegate, is envisaging the possi- 
bility that the French may regard 
such a pact as meeting their desires 
for security guarantees if no more ex- 
tensive solution can be found with 
other countries, 

In a conversation with Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald this afternoon, 
Signor Grandi laid before him several 
suggestions for solution of the prob- 
lem on which the whole success of the 


five-power conference now hinges. 
While emphasizing Italy’s Cemands 
for parity with France, he suggested 
that no matter what figure was agreed 
upon for this level of parity, Italy 
might be willing to withhold part of 
her construction program and keep on 
the same basis as France. Through- 
out these discussions, some of which 
are informal, it has been noteworthy 
that Italy’s principal argument for re- 
duction was based upon the Kellogg- 
Briand pact and her commitments un- 
der the League of Nations covenant 
and the Locarno treaty: 

Signor Grandi feels that Italy al- 
ready possesses enough security to 
justify her entering a naval agreement 
at London, but despite this is willing 
to go more than half way in meeting 
the French demand for security. 

The French have generally criti- 
cized the Italian position, maintained 
since the conference opened, of sitting 
tight and waiting for developments. 
Other delegations, however, consider 
that Italy’s thesis that her naval needs 
were relative was the proper attitude. 

The French assert that they are un- 
able to agree to anything until the 
Italians can submit some tangible es- 
timate of their naval needs. To this 
the Italians replied that their needs 
were not absolute, but still maintain 
their demand for the same figures as 
the French, namely 724,000 tons.

ASKS CONGRESS TO ACT ON: 1838 OBLIGATIONS 


Collect Old Miss. Bonds 


Firm Seeks 


Kinnear & Falconer, solicitors, of 
Stonehaven, Scotland, today petitioned 
congress to take some action on the 
refusal of the state of Mississippi to 


redeem bonds issued in 1838. 

The Scotch firm pointed out that a 
judgment for the principal and inter- 
est was given against Mississippi in 
favor of Hezron A. Johnson in 1802 
and later confirmed on appeal. 

As argument that an 1838 claim 
should not be considered invalid Kin- 
near & Falconer cited the war debt. 

“The claims which these bonds rep- 
resent are very little older than yours 
will be before you draw from Europe 
your last quota of the World War 
loan,” the petition set forth, adding: 
“From its inception up to the pay- 
ment of the last quota, the state of 
Mississippi will share in the benefits 
of that war loan.” 

Recalling that all members of con- 
gress had been petitioned on the sub- 
ject in 1927, the petition said Missis- 
sippi had ‘@ince continued her refusal 
to meet the judgment of her own 
higher courts. 


Only yesterday a sharp debate took 
place in the British house of lords 
during which eight southern states 
were declared to owe nearly $380,- 
000,000 to British owners of their 
bonds. 

Lord Redesdale asked whether the 
British government would take up the 
matter with Washington. Lord Pon- 
sonby rejoined that the federal gov- 
ernment of the United States had 
nothing to do with the debts owed by 
the individual states.

sociation, or corporation whatsoever, 
claiming the same as owners, holders, 
or assignees of any bond or bonds, 
new generally known as “Union bank” 
bonds and “Planters bank” bonds.

GEORGIA REPUDIATED 
BONDS IN 1877. 

The legislature of the state of Geor- 
gia in Angust (1872. repudiated $18,- 
185,000 of state bonds. To make the 
action perpetually binding the consti- 
tutional convention of 1877 inserted 
in the constitution a clause prohibit- 
ing the payment of the bonds thus 
pronounced illegal. 

The bonds, which were of several 
issues, were investigated by a special 
committee of the state legislature, 
upon whose report the action of. re- 
pudiation was based. A variety of 
reasons for the repudiation of the 
bonds, all of which were a part of 
the extravegant carpet-bagger admin- 
istration of Governor Bullock, were 
advanced, ranging from illegality of 
issuance to corruption. 

In addition to these $75,000 of 
Georgia bonds became current in 
1838, They were never legally is- 
sued, but were posted as collateral 
for a debt later paid in full. The 
bonds were not returned to the state 
and, escaping into circulation, were 
later held invalid.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 13. | 


NEW YORK, March 13.—(4)—By 
unanimous vote of the five justices of 
the appellate court, from whose de- 
cision there is no appeal, Magistrate 
Albert H. Vitale was ordered removed 


from the bench today. 

The judges found him guilty of one 
of two charges preferred against him 
by the New York City Bar Associa- 
tion after an investigation that grew 
out of a dinner party given in his 
honor in a Bronx Italian restaurant 
last December. 

While the magistrate was making a 
speech at that dinner seven men ap- 
peared and held up the guests, among 
whom was a police detective whose 
gun they took. Charges by Police 
Commissioner Grover A. Whalen that 
both the dinner and the holdup were 
deliberately staged by gunmen in- 
volved in a dispute over a murder con- 
tract, led to the bar association’s 
scrutiny of Magistrate Vitale’s rec- 
ord on the bench. 

The association filed charges with 
the appellate court that Magistrate 
Vitale impaired public confidence in 
the courts by borrowing $20,000 a 
year ago last summer from Arnold 
Rothstein, notorious Broadway gam- 
bler, whose subsequent murder is still 
unsolved, and that he did corruptly 
and in defiance of the evidence re- 
lease from custody Charles Faweett, 
a larceny suspect brought before him 
in August, 1928. 

The five justices convicted Vitale 
on the charge involving the Rothstein 
loan and ordered his removal from the 
bench. They acquitted him of the 
other charge, but said they found him 
“guilty of gross carelessness, inatten- 
tion, ignorance and incompetence.”

Program Is Given Approval 
by Streets Sub-Com- 


mittee. 


Council Monday will be called upon 
to approve a plan for widening of 
Whitehall street, one of the most ini- 


portant traffic arteries in Atlanta, 
through co-operation of the Fulton 
county comniissioners. 

Members of a sub-committee Thurs- 
day afternoon approved the plan and 
will ask the streets committee of coun- 
cil to sanction it at a meeting of that 
body to be held at 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. , 

The thoroughfare will be improved 
from the point where it intersects 
with Forsyth and Windsor streets to 
Stewart avenue. An assessment pro- 
gram will be placed into operation to 
procure $43,428 which the borough 
must furnish. Fulton county commis- 
sioners have set up $80,009 for actual 
paving of the artery. 

Under the plan, the street will be 


widened 10 feet on the southeastern 
side, street car tracks, will be moved 
and other improvements made to per- 
mit a line of traffic on each side of 
the double tracks of the trolley serv- 
ice and the parking of automobiles 
along the curbs. 

There will be a 50-foot roadway 
with 10-foot sidewalks on each side, 
thus furnishing an adequate artery 
to the southern and western sections 
of Atlanta. 

Alderman G,. Everitt Millican, 
chairman of the committee, stated that 
another 14-foot widening would 
necessary to permit two other lines 
of traffic along the street and that 
this would not be feasible. 

Cost of the improvement ig esti- 
mated at about $43,428 for the bor- 
ough, which will be collected from 
property owners on a benefit and dain- 
age basis. This sum includes re- 
arranging of curbings and replacing 
of sidewalks.

PUT FAITH IN THE BOARD.

State’s system of paved roads is 
finished,” the people should listen 
seriously and back up strongly the 
policy he advocates. 

The securing in five years more 
of a comprehensive, articulated sys- 
tem of trunk line paved roads tra- 
versing every section of the state 
will benefit the property and busi- 
ness of the people by many hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars within 
that period alone, and add count- 
less millions as the years increase, 
as the roads are further improved 
until almost every man’s door opens 
upon a modern highway. 

It is hardly believable that any 
progressive citizen wishes the state 
to flounder along for the next gen- 
eration at least following the self- 
defeating policy of building finger- 
length roads in disconnected locali- 
ties all over the map of the state. 
The wisdom and economy of the

The substitution of the European 
for the Arabic alphabet in Turkey, a 
change instituted by Kemal Pasha, has 
the effect of virtually eliminating all 
books in the country. The books 
printed in Arabic characters have 
been suppressed, and the books in the 
new characters are so far limited to 
school primers. “The Turkish nation 
is without a literature,’ writes L. E. 
in Reclam’s Universum, Leipzig.

It is true that the pur- 
chase and sale of these books have 
not been legally prohibited, but hence- 
forth booksellers will not dare to of-

Bastille. 


In the Cour De L’Horloge of the 
Louvre a line of white stones marks 
the place where stood the earlier 
fortress of Charles V before Francois 
Premier pulled it down to build. the 
oldest part of the existing palace. The 
proposal has now been revived that 
something similar should be done for 
the site of the bastille. The Carnava- 
let museum has just acquired a pic- 
ture by the eighteenth-century land- 
scape painter, Hubert Robert, repre- 
senting the pulling down of the bas- 
tille, which was not, of course, de- 
stroyed in the one day when it was 
taken and its prisoners released.

As for the stones of 
the foundations of another of the tow- 
ers, the fact that they are now to be 
seen in a little open space hy the river 
gives most tourists the false impres- 
sion that the tower once stood there.

the construction of the catacomb. One 
of the reconstructed sarcophagi is or- 
namented with a design of a man and 
his wife, while another shows a group 
of children dancing in a ring, which 
is a curious and unusual motive for 
such a subject.

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF TABLE 
ETIQUETTE. 

Etiquette is the code of rules pre- 
scribed by authority to govern the 
conduct of persons of good breeding. 
Who is an “authority?” In the past 
there have been too many individuals 
of doubtful breeding posing as authori- 
ties and sometimes even imposing their 
own rules on followers who accepted 
them as authorities. Today this arti- 
ficial and really ridiculous kind of 
etiquette is passe. If you wish you 
may carve your lettuce with your 
knife now. There is a very good rea- 
son for this, too, Thirty years ago 
just looked at the lettuce and 
then at the fork and you pretended 
you didn’t care for lettuce. Today you 
need the vitamins, so you cut the let- 
tuce with your knife and you have i: 
served over on the right where you 
can get at it conveniently. 

Any rule of etiquette that does not 
conform with good hygiene is simply 
not valid in modern life. No “author- 
ity” is good enough to impose upon 
intelligent people a rule of etiquette 
that involves any sacrifice of health 
or one that is likely to be an obstacle 
in the way of health. Some ministers 
and undertakers in Iowa actually pub- 
lished a paid advertisement recently, 
urging that men cease baring their 
heads during ceremonies in the ceme- 
tery in cold weather. You see the 
ministers and undertakers, imagining 
that the doffing of the hat involved 
some risk to health, did not hesitate 
to butt their heads against even that 
tradition.

HARRIS CANCER CURE 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—(&) 
Doctors high in their profession after 
lifelong efforts to stem the ravages 
of cancer today pooled their judgment 
on the disease and man’s chance for 
ultimately conquering it, in testimony 
before senators who hope to line up 


the federal government with the com- 
batants. 

They expressed divergent views on 
causes and possible cures, but they 
urged unanimously that the govern- 
ment take steps immediately to assist 
in fighting the disease that yearly 
takes the lives of more than 100,000 
Americans. 

Drs. Walter B. Coffey and John D. 
Humber, of California, told of reliev- 
ing pain and of breaking down can- 
cerous tissue in more than 1,300 suf- 
ferers previously considered hopeless. 
They said those afflicted with cancer 
had been chosen from hundreds who 
came “grasping at a straw” to their 
hospital in San Francisco; but they 
emphasized that they are working on 
a “theory” and that they claim “nei- 
ther treatment nor cure.” 

Senator Harris, democrat, Georgia, 
who initiated a movement for federal 
participation in search for a cure, 
said afterward that he would con- 
tinue inquiry into the matter, hear- 
ing other scientists within a few days. 
He is chairman of a sub-committee of 
the senate commerce committee, which 
today heard the scientists. 

Surgeon-Gencral Cumming, of the

Steel Industry Control Fight 
Centers Financial Picture. 
Naval Conference to 
Busy Man Looks 
Pretty Bad. 


The Bethlehem-Youngstown merger 
fight is a long ways from being settled. 
Those opposing the merger believe that 
the move will spell the doom of the 
Youngstown Corporation as a local in- 
stitution, directed and controlled local- 
ly—that it will become just another 
pay roll center, directed and controlled 
from New York. ‘This factor looms 
very large in the fight. 

It happens that Cyrus S. Eaton, of 
Cleveland, has his Republic Steel 


headquarters at Youngstown. That is 
why the middle-western point of view 
centers around Mr. Eaton, but the 
fight for the moment is really between 
the independents, centering at Youngs- 
town, and the Bethlehem Steel, center- 
ing in New York. 

From a close checking of the situa- 
tion to date it looks as if Cyrus 8. 
Eaton and the middle west group have 
already sufficient votes to block the 
merger. Of the 1,200,000 shares of 
Youngstown stock outstanding it will 
take two-thirds of the stock—or 800,- 
000 shares—to put over the merger 
with Bethlehem, but only 400,000 
shares are needed to block it. And 
unless strong pressure is brought to 
bear on Cyrus S. Eaton, of Cleveland, 
and his associates to change their 
minds, the outlook for Bethlehem at 
the stockholders’ meeting of the 
Youngstown Steel and Tube Company 
in April is not favorable. 


Thousands of newspaper columns 
from London have enabled close read- 
ers to follow the London naval dis- 
armament conference.

India, with its 319,000,000 people, 
is larger in area and in. population 
than the whole of Europe, Russia 
only excluded. Seventy per eent of 
its people live in the country—a rural, 
simple-living people, largely illiterate. 

Great Britain has a well-organized 
British army of 60,000 men in India, 
in addition to a native army of 167,- 
000 men—not many, but more effi- 
cient than India’s unorganized mil- 
lions. 

India’s problem now, as always, is a 
problem of food. Life is primitive, 
famines and scourges are frequent, 
public health campaigns few in com- 
parison to the whole of the people, 
and the climate tropical. 

It’s a land full of contrasts and 
contradictions. Britain entered India 
largely for business reasons. She 
stayed there for those same reasons. 
Now India demands that she get out 
and give India independence. 


India’s trade today with the United 
States exceeds $200,000,000 annually. 
She sells to the United States about 
$150,000,000 and buys from the Unit- 
ed States goods equal to one-third of 
what she sends to us. 

Extremely rich in forests, iron ore 
and agriculture, the outside world 
today clamors for her surplus wheat, 
rice, cotton, oil seed and jute. The 
world in exchange gives India manu- 
factured cotton, yarn, metals, machin- 
ery, sugar and oil. For centuries In- 
dia has been the strongest magnet in 
the world for silver. Now it's gold 
she’s attracting, and the world feels 
the pull.

-Lastly came the Americans, Secre- 
tary Henry L. Stimson and Senator 
Reed, who hurried to Downing street 
after a full meeting of the American 
delegation. This meeting followed a 
significant conference between Sena- 
tor Reed and Ambassador Matsudaira, 
and the activity of the American and 
Japanese delegates today caused a 
feeling that announcement of an 
American-Japanese agreement is im- 
minent. 

This agreement, as has been indi- 
cated from time to time, still will be 
dependent upon a general five-power 
understanding. 

It is understood that intensive con- 
versations today were largely directed 
to obtaining some modification of the 
Italian delegation’s rigid attitude for 
parity with France. Mr. Stimson has 
been engaged in this work and tonight 
he smilingly said that he had had a 
splendid day. 

The French have insisted emphati- 
cally that with their navy facing three 
fronts—the English channel, the At- 
lantic ocean and the Mediterranean 
sea—parity cannot be accepted with 
Italy, whose fleet is concentrated in 
the Mediterranean. 

The Italians, just as strongly, have 
stood upon a blanket demand for 
parity with France regardless of the 
tonnages arrived at. 

But today, while Grandi did not 
yield an iota on the parity claim, 
there is reason to believe that a new 
approach is being made to the prob- 
lem. The fact that France is net 
likely to build up to her program in 
the next five years and that Italy 
likewise does not actually desire to 
attempt parity—she merely wants the 
right to parity—is considered a good 
augury for this phase of the confer- 
ence work. 

While Mr. MacDonald makes no 
effort to minimize the grave confer- 
ence difficulties as they existed this 
morning, he considers that progress 
is being made and firmly asserts that 
no deadlock exists. 

This renewed confidence in British 
circles also was reflected in the 
French delegation. Speaking to the 
newspaper men today, M. Briand said: 

“I have seen statements that I am 
about to leave the conference and 
wipe my hands of it; also, that I am 
in a bad humor caused by difficul- 
ties of the conference. This is not 
so. Everything at the moment is 
quite normal. There naturally are 
differences of opinion, Otherwise, the 
conference would not have been 
called.” 

It was explained that Briand’s ref- 
erences last night and today that he 
was finished with his task in London, 
referred only to questions which, un- 
der the program, are to be turned 
over to experts and technicians. He 
said that his trip to Paris this week- 
end would be brief and that he would 
return to London to remain until the 
conference ended. 

He also made clear at the lunch- 
eon with the journalists what valu- 
able results toward disarmament 
could be achieved by the conference. 
These include a battleship holiday, 
limitation of submarine warfare, defi- 
nite limitation of naval programs in 
probably all categories of warships; 
and within the frame of a general 
five-power agreement a special three- 
power agreement between the three 
great naval powers, by which British 
and American parity can be achieved 
and the Japanese ratio demands be 
satisfied.

LITERARY DIGEST POLL 
SHOWS 3 TO 1 WET. 

NEW YORK, March 13.—(UN)— 
Tabulation of the first batch of re- 
turns in the Literary Digest straw 
poll on prohibition—the largest na- 
tion-wide vote on the subject since 
the eighteenth amendment went into 
effect—reveals nearly a three-to-one 
opposition to the present state of the 
dry law, it was announced today. 

A total of 291,588 ballots are in- 
cluded in the first count, and of this 
amount only 80,739 express themselves 
as being in favor of enforcement. 

Adherents of modification number 
91,915, while 118,934 voters balloted 
in favor of repeal. 

Since 20,000,000 ballots have been 
distributed by the magazine throuch- 
out the country. conductors of the 
poll, in announcing the first tabula- 
tion, declare that “no one should be 
discouraged or elated by early returns. 
Many fluctuations, perhaps startling 
ones, may be expected to occur in the 
voting before the last ; uo is fired.”

in a few years if every baby at the 
age of six months were immunized to 
the disease, authorities of the state 
board of health said today. 

Protection at this age is better in 
every way, the officials said,;-because 
the youth of the little patients renders

shock, nervousness or fright and be- 
cause there are no after effects or. 
reactions. 

“The state board of health for 
years has preached the gospel that 
every baby six months old or older 
should receive toxin-antitoxin,” said 
Dr. Joe P. Bowdoin, deputy state 
health commissioner. 

The state board's annual campaign 
for immunization against diphtheria 
has begun, Dr. Bowdoin said, and 
parent-teacher associations and other 
organizations have started their plans 
for organizing clinics over the state. 

Distribution of toxin-antitoxin this 
year will be through organized clin- 
ics only, the deputy commissioner add- 
ed.

Interesting Survey of Conditions 
in Many States Made by 
W. D. Couch, of 
Atlanta. 


_ In view of the extraordinary amount 
of attention that is being claimed at 
the present time by the chain store 
question, an enlightening analysis 
of the situation has been made by 
W. D. Couch, well-known Atlanta 
merchandising expert, upon his re- 
turn from a trip during which he 
studied conditions in many states. 

“Generally speaking, conditions are 
practically the same in every state I 
visited,” said Mr. Couch, “and my sur- 
vey extended from Virginia in the 
East to New Mexico in the West ; 
and from the Gulf of Mexico north- 
ward almost to the Canadian berder. 
About the only difference to be noted 
is that in some of the Western states 
the foreign-owned chains have not 
gained quite the headway that they 
have in the East; and as a conse- 
quence the independent merchant Is 1n 
a much more favorable position, rela- 
tively, in the West than in the East 
and Southeast. However, it cannot 
be denied that the chains are rapidly 
gaining in the West, and that unless 
the tide is stemmed, the situation will 
soon be identical with that now pre- 
vailing in the Hast. 

Reasons for Chain Strength. 

“It is generally recognized that the 
foreign-owned chains have points of 
economic soundness as well as points 
of weakness. They are open to the 
criticism that they ate not intimately 
identified with the larger advancement 
of the local community—they take 
much out of a town, and usually leave 
only a little rent and rather low-paid 
clerk hire. But they do keep their 
stores attractive and inviting m ap- 
pearance; their places are clean, their 
stocks well assorted and well display- 
ed; and due to their vast buying pow- 
er, their elimination of delivery costs 
and credit losses, and their reduction 
of overhead expense, they really can 
sell at lower prices, and thus connect 
the consumer with the producer at a 
saving of money. This is their great 
weapon of offense and defense—they 
meet the modern demand for reduc- 
tion .of the middleman’s high charges. 

“In the next place, the independent 
merchant himself has contributed 
largely to the ease with which the 
chains have undermined his business. 
Thousands of establishments have 
been operated in most haphazard fash- 
ion. Poor sanitation, inadequate dis 
play, too lax credit policies, and large 
operating expense, have piled up a 
load that resulted in net loss, which 
meant cither the discontinuance of the 
business or the saddling of the loss on 
the faithful, responsible customer will- 
ing to pay the deadbeat’s bills rather 
than withhold his trade from the 
home-town merchant. 


Patriotism Not Deciding Factor. 


“These considerations, with the fur- 
ther fact that the independent usually 
offers only the most ordinary staples, 
are the basis of the chain store su- 
premacy. And, regardless of tempo- 
rary waves of agitation, it need not 
be expected that the chains can be 
forced out so long as they enjoy thesé 
most important advantages. For the 
average consumer feels that he is en- 
titled to the most he can get for his 
hard-earned money. An _ abstract 
principle is not nearly so powerful an 
influence in trading habit as concrete 
advantage—actual dollars and cents 
in the customer's pocket. In other 
words, patriotism and community loy- 
alty did not start people trading at 
foreign-owned chains; and, in the long 
run, it will take more than patriotism 
to win this trade away from the 
chain.

~ HALF MILLION 


Cubs and Yanks Spend 
Most While Training 
for Permanent Races.

NEW YORK, Mareh 14.—(UN)— 
Half a million doltars is approxi- 
mately the sum major league mag- 
nates spend on spring training, 2 poll 
of the 16 clubs by the United News 
reveals. ’ 

The Chieago. Cubs and New York 
Yankees spend the most money get- 
ting their players in shape for the 
pennant races. 

William “Vrigley, Jr.. owner of the 
Cubs, spends about $75,000 for trav- 
eling expenses for the players to and 
from samp, meals, living quarters and 
training. items. The Cubs train at 
picturesque Avalon on Catalina Island 
in the Pacific ocean. 

YANKS SHOW PROFIT. 

Only the Yankees show a profit on 
spring training. Seven Yankee train- 
ing trips have averaged $50,000 and 
the receipts from exhibition games 
have averaged $100,000. With 382 
exhibition games this year and the 
advantage of Sunday baseball in St. 
Petersburg, Fla., and two games with 
Brooklyn at Yankee stadium April 
12 and 15, the Yankees may set a 
new record for receipts from spring 
games, 

The other 15 clubs lose an average of 
$20,000 getting their players ready 
for the 154-game schedule, it is esti- 
mated, 

The Boston Braves spent almost 
$50,000 last year getting ready for the 
pennant race, and then -@xperienced 
bad weather early in the season which 
took the edge off the athletes. 

This season the Braves are stop- 
ping at a less expensive hotel and 
hope to cut their training expenses 
to $55,000, of which $15,000 will be 
spent on transportation. ‘It is esti- 
mated that the Braves, with 26 major 
league exhibition games on their sched- 
ule, including many games with the 
Yankees and Athletics, will get back 
$20,000 from their training games. 

SEEK ONLY WORK. 

No attempt is made by the Phillies 
to make money on their spring train- 
ing, but merely to get their players 
in the best possible shape for the 
regular season, 

“We spend about $20,000 on spring 
training,” said Jerry Jugent, business 
manager of the Phillies, “and we do 
not expect to get back more than 
$2,000 or $3,000. We place getting 
the club into shape ahead of every- 
thing else.” 

The Pittsburgh Pirates, one of the 
twv major league clubs to train on 
the Pacifie coast, spend about $25,000 
to $28,000 on spring training, accord- 
ing to Sam Dreyfuss, vice president. 
The return from exhibition games de- 
pends on the weather for the four- 
game series against the Cubs, begin- 
ning March 27. 

For seven weeks’ training the 
Brooklyn Robins spend about $235,- 
0000. With a good break in weather

NEW YORK, March 13.—(4)— 
Aided by sudden return to speculative 
favor of the petroleum shares, and 
short covering in anticipation of the 
lower rediscoun: rate announced after 
the close, speculators for the rise re- 
gained control of the price movement 
in today’s stock market. Trading 
quieted down considerably, but was 
comparatively active, 3,853,580 shares 
changing hands. 

The market was subjected to fur- 


for the oi] shares finally turned the 
tide. Some irregularity persisted at 
the close, but the majority of shares 
closed higher, regaining, on the. av- 
erage, about half of yesterday's losses. 
Tre movement in the oil group, which 
reached impressive proportions yes- 
terday, continued to gain momentum 
today. Gains were largely moder- 
ate, but nearly a score of issues were 
pushed to new 1950 levels. The ad- 
vance was aided by announcement of 
judicial sanction for the California 
production curtailment plan, and fur- 
ther firming up of gasoline prices. 

The reduction in the federal reserve 
rediscount rate to 31-2 per cent, with 
one exception, the lowest level since 
formation of the reserve system, had 
been widely forecast, and while view- 
ed with great fator by stock mar- 
ket operators for the rise, was re- 
garded as lacking an adequate element 
of surprise to be an important bull- 
ishness development. The last two 
| cuts in the rediscount rate have caused 
| only feeble bullish demonstrations. 
| Nevertheless, this development was 
sufficiently favorable to cause the 
shorts to cover in expection of it. 

Clamoring Heard. 

There has Leen considerable clamor- 
ing for a lower rediscount rate, in the 
hope that it would provide a needed 
stimulant to business, as it largely 
failed to gain in momentum during 
the past few weeks, although March is 
the month when the spring accelera- 
tion is expected. Not all bankers and 
economists agree that the lower rate 
will prove effective, however. Gover- 
nor Norris, of the Philadelphia re- 
serve bank, stated only recently that 
lower rediscount rates were regarded 
by a considerable portion of the re- 
serve officials as scarcely the proper 
remedy for present conditions. 
the other hand, the charges for credit 
accommodations to business have not 
shown declines proportionate to the

cheapening of credit for the stock 
market, and it is hoped that the lower 
rediscount rate may hasten the cheap- 
ening of commercial loans. 

The weekly federal reserve broker- 
age loan figures showed a_ rather 
startling gain, even in view of the 
large amoynt of refinancing which 
had to be paid for. Loans jumped 
$137,000,000, the largest gain since 
last September, when the so-called 
Hoover-Coolidge bull market was 
singing its swan song. Despite this 
increase, loans remain comparatively 
low, but many observers regard it as 
an indication that pools have been 
distributing stock to the public on 
a fairly large scale during the past 
ten days, with consequent weaken- 
ing of the technical position of the 
market. ‘This gain was entirely pro- 
vided by the banks, which in addition 
made up a reduction of $51,000,000 in 
loans provided from non-bank sources. 

Other Advances. 

In the oil shares Standard of Cali- 
fornia and New York rose about 
2 1-2 pvints to new 1930 peaks, while 
New Jersey equalled its maximum tor 


nearly 3 points. Most of the leading 
independents reached new high ground 
with gains of a point or two. U. SB. 
Industrial Alcohol rallied more than 
4 points in short covering on an- 
nouncement that the alcohol price 
structure had been stabilized. but lost 
half its gain later. Pressure was re- 
moved from Simmons and American 
and Foreign Power, the latter clos- 
ing up a couple of points. 

Shares rising 2 to 5 poiuts included 
Air Reduction, American Can, East- 
man Kodak, Electric Auto-Lite, Na- 
tional Power and Light, Vanadium 
and Warren Bros. U. 3S. Steel closed 
up 1 1-2 points. The steels involved 
in merger negotiations and contro 
versies generally sagged. Gulf States 
advanced moderately, but Bethelehm, 
Youngstown and Republic closed 1 
to 3 points off. Standard Brands 
was a soft spot, reflecting its 1929 
earnings report, showing the $1.50 
dividend not fully earned, profits re- 
ported running at higher levels this 
year. The shares touched 24 3-8, off 
o-S5. Coppers were generally heavy, 
and rails were inclined to ease, in 
expectation. of unfavorable February 
earnings reports due within the next 
few days. Sloss-Sheffield Steel drop- 
ped 8 points. 

The commodity markets were again 
inclined toward lower levels. March 
and May wheat lost about a cent, 
while July closed up 3-4. Corn lost 
1 to 1 1-2 cents. Cotton closed prac- 
tically unchanged. 

Foreign exchanges mounted sharp- 
ly in expectation of the lower redis- 
eount rate, and influenced by reduc- 
tion in the bankers and time money 
rates. Call money held at 4 per cent 
renewals with the midday drop to 
3 1-2, but was in plentiful supply. 
Sterling cables rallied 1-8 cent to 
$4.86 5-16, and the discount on the 
‘Canadian dollar was reduced to less 
than 1-4 cent.

RATE CUT IS SEEN | 
AS BUSINESS TONG 


NEW YORK, March 13.—G)—The 
New York federal reserve bank today 
Wall Street re- 
garded as a tonic to business with a 
reduction in its rediscount rate from 
4 to 31-2 per cent. 

This is the lowest rate since the. 
latter part of 1927 and early 1928, 
when the federal reserve put its shoul-” 
der to the wheel in like manner to 
speed up business activity, at a time 
when it was lagging as it is at present. 

The 31-2 per cent rate completes 
a two-year cycle in which the redis- 
count rate rose from that level to 6 
per eent as the supply of credit was 
(rained low by the demands of a ram- 
pant “bull” market on the stock ex- 
change. The rate was put up to 6 
per cent in August, dropped to 5 per 
cent immediately after the stock mar- 
ket crash in early November, and has 
subsequently been reduced, by one-half 
of 1 per cent steps, reaching 4 per cent 
February 6. 

The cycle, now completed, has been 
worldwide in its effects. The redue- 
tions in the federal reserve bank rate 
have been accompanied by cutting of 
the Bank of England rate and reduc- 
tions of the rates of most other for- 
eign central banks. Changes in the 
Bank of England rate are normally 
announced Thursday morning, and the 
New York reserve bank changes Thurs- 
(lay afternoon. The Bank of England 
announced a reduction of one-half of 
1 per cent in its rate last week, and 
that a like move was not immediately 
made by the reserve bank caused Wall 
Street much surprise, 


All Not Agreed. 


Not all bankers and economists have 
agreed that a lower federal reserve 


.tate will serve as an immediate stimu- 


lant to business. Governor Norris, of 
the Philadelphia reserve bank, recent- 
ly stated that there was a wide feel- 
ing In reserve circles that such action 
would not be effective or desirable at 
this time. It is pointed out that cheap 
credit is not helpful to business unless 
conditions are such that credit can be 
profitably used. 

Most observations from banking and 
business authorities, however, have 
emphatically favored a lower redis- 
count rate. 

A year ago, when the reserve sys- 
tem was seeking to’ reduce its advances 
to members, rediscount .for the 12 re- 
serve institutions stood at $955,623,- 
000. Rediscourting has been steadily 
declining of late, however, despite the 
lower charges. Total rediscounting 
*es reported in today’s weekly condi- 
tion statement as of the close of busi- 
ness yestefday, at only $256,338,000, 
a reduction of about $42,000,000 dur- 
ing the week. During the recent de- 
cline in rediscounting, however, the 
reserve system has been injecting 
credit in the country’s money markets 
by purchasing government securities in 
the open market. _Today’s condition 
statement showed a total government 
securities of $514,113,000, against 
$486,145,000 a week ago and $165,-

BERLIN, Mach 13.—(4#)—Presi- 
dent Von Hindenburg today set his 
hand and seal to the Young plan de- 
spite’ the urgent appeals of his one- 
time followers—many of them men 
who had fought shoulder to shoulder 


with him and others who had helped 
elect him president. 


The president, who otherwise i§ ex-” 


tremely punctilious about not mix- 
ing in political situations, cast aside 
his reserve at this critical hour and 
penned a declaration : 
gave clear indication of his devotion 
to his duty as he saw it. 

Only once before didhe thus ex- 
pose himself politically—when in con- 
junction with the unveiling of the 
Tannenburg monument on September 
18, 1927, he told the world that he 
— the charge of Germany's war 
guilt. 

His present declaration, in which 
he made an appeal to all Germans 
for co-operation in the common task 
and to reunite in one thought, “Deu- 
tschland Uber Alles,” was looked upon 
as an important document in Ger- 
man history and as a great force in 
reuniting the German people. 

The chagrin of the tadical and right 
press ovér President Von Hinden- 
burg’s signing of the Young plan laws 
was evidenced by the appearance of 
the Deutsche Zeitung with its front 
pase, draped in a deep mourning bor- 
der. 

Although the president signed the 
Young plan laws, he did not- sign the 
associated measures’ including’ the 
German-American reparations agree- 
ment because he desires to make a 
study of these measures to be cer- 
tain of their constitutionality.
